1 . (Currei tly Amended) A sleeping bag, comprising: 

a cinch mechanism for maintaining the sleeping bag in a rolled configuration, the cinch 
mechanism comprising: 

an elongate fle able material connected to the sleeping bag and configured so as to form a 

loop; 

a cord connects to the sleeping b ag and that is a separate element independ e nt of the 
elongate flexible mate jal; and 

a clasp attached to the cord; 

wherein the lo< p, the cord, and the clasp are arranged and configured such that, when the 
sleeping bag is rolled, the elongate flexible material wraps around the sleeping bag, the cord is 
extended through the 1 jop, and the clasp is attached to a portion of the cord so as to hold the 
elongate flexible mate:ial and the cord in place, and wherein pulling on the clasp relative to the 
loop prior to attaching the clasp to the portion of the cord pulls at connection points for the cord 
and elongate flexible riaterial and thereby tightens the roll of the sleeping bag. 

2. (Previo isly Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 1, wherein the elongate 
flexible material is cor nected directly to and extends from a foot of the sleeping bag. 

3. (Previously Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 2, wherein the cord is 
connected directly to a id extends from the foot of the sleeping bag. 

4. (Previoi isly Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 1 f wherein Che cord is 
connected directly to a id extends from a foot of the sleeping bag. 

5. (Previously Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 1, wherein, when the 
sleeping bag is folded lengthwise, the elongate flexible material is connected directly to and 
extends from a bottom half of the sleeping bag. 
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6. (Previc usly Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 5, wherein, when the sleeping 
bag is folded lengthwise, the cord is connected directly to and extends from a top half of the 
sleeping bag. 

7. (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 1 , wherein the clasp comprises an 
opening for hooking o nto a portion of the cord that extends against an outer surface of the 
sleeping bag. 

8 . (Curre ^tly Amended) Th e sl e eping bag of claim 7, wherom 
A sleeping bag, comprising: 

a cinch mechanism for maintaining the s leeping bag in a tolled configuratio n, the cinch 
mechanism comprisin i: 

an elongate fle tible mate rial connected to the sleeping bag and configured s o as to form a 

loon: 

a cord connect >d_to the sleeping bag; and 

a clasp attache/ 1 to the cord, t he clasp compris e s comprising two openings for hooking 
onto, a portion of the c >rd that extends against an outer surface of the sleeping bag; 

wherein the loc »p, the cord, and the clasp are arranged and configured such t h at when the 
sleeping bag is rolled, the elongate flexible material wraps around the sleeping bag , the cord is 
extended through the 1 jpp. and the clasp is attached to a porti on of the cord so as to h old the 
elongate flexible mater ial and the cord in place, and wherein pulling on the clasp re la tive to the 
loop prior to attaching the clasp to t he portion of the cord pulls at connection point s f or the cord 
and elongate flexible r laterial and thereby tightens the roll of the sleeping bag. . 

9. (Origin U) The sleeping bag of claim 8, wherein the two openings are located 
on opposite sides of th * clasp. 

10. (Origin:d) The sleeping bag of claim 8, wherein the two openings are located 
on the same side of the clasp. 
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1 1 . (Origir al) The sleeping bag of claim 7, wherein the clasp is configured to fit a 
hand of a user. 

12. (Origir aj) The sleeping bag of claim 1 1 , wherein the clasp includes a 
narrowed portion for \ ttaching to the cord and for grasping with a hand, and a thickened portion 
including the opening 

13. (Previously Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 1 , wherein the loop 
comprises two connections of the elongate flexible material to outer portions of the sleeping bag 
when the sleeping bag is rolled, the loop being formed by the elongate flexible material between 
the two connections. 

14. (Cuirei itly Amended) A sleeping bag rolled into a roll, comprising: 

an elongate fie <ib1e material connected to the sleeping bag and configured so as to form a 
loop, the loop extendi lg in one direction around the roll; and 

a cord connect sd to the sleeping bag and extending in an opposite direction around the 
roll and that is a separ. tte element i ndependent of the elongate flexible material, the c ord being 
and-removably attached to the loop for maintaining the sleeping bag in the roll, and wherein 
pulling on the cord rel itive to the loop pulls at connection points for the cord and elongate 
flexible material and t lereby tightens the roll of the sleeping bag. 

15. (Origin il) The sleeping bag of claim 14, further comprising a clasp that is 
utilized to attach the cord to the loop. 

16. (Origin il) The sleeping bag of claim 1 5, wherein the clasp is connected to the 

cord. 
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1 7. (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 1 6, wherein the cord extends through the 
loop and the clasp is a lached to a portion of the cord extending along an outside of the rolled 
sleeping bag. 

1 8. (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 1 7, wherein the clasp comprises an 
opening for hooking o yto the portion of the cord. 

19. (Currertly Amended) Th e sl e eping bag of claim 18, 
A sleeping bap rolled into a roll, comprising: 

an elongate fie able material connected to the sleeping bag and configured s o as to form a 
loop, the loop extending in one direction around the roll; 

a cord connect :d to the sleeping bag and extending in an opposite direction a round the 
roll and removably attached to the loop for maintaining the sleeping bag in the roll a nd wherein 
pulling on the cord rel itive to the loop pulls at connection points for the cord and e longate 
flexible material and tierebv tightens the roll of the sleeping bag : and 

a clasp cotuaec ed to the cord and for removably attaching the cord to the el on gate flexible 
material, the clasp whorem th e olaop comprise s comprising two openings for hooking onto &e-a 
portion of the cord. 

20. (Origin il) The sleeping bag of claim 1 9, wherein the two openings are located 
on opposite sides of ths clasp. 

2 1 . (Origin il) The sleeping bag of claim 1 9, wherein the two openings are located 
on the same side of th< clasp. 

22. (Origin il) The sleeping bag of claim 1 8, wherein the clasp is configured to fit 
a hand of a user. 
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23 . (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 22, wherein the clasp includes a 
narrowed portion for i ttaching to the cord and for grasping with a hand, and a thiclcened portion 
including the opening. 

24. (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 14, wherein the cord extendi; through the 
loop and is attached tc itself. 

25. (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 24, wherein the cord is attached to a 
portion of the cord exlsnding along an outside of the rolled sleeping bag. 

26. (Origin al) The sleeping bag of claim 24, wherein the cord is attached to itself 
by tying. 

27. Cancel ed 

28. (Previo usly Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 13, wherein the cord is 
connected to the sleep ng bag between the two connections. 

29. (Previo usly Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 14, wherein the loop 
comprises two connec ions of the elongate flexible material to outer portions of the sleeping bag 
when the sleeping bag is rolled, the connections forming the loop therebetween. 

30. (Previo usly Presented) The sleeping bag of claim 29, wherein the cord is 
connected to the sleep ng bag between the two connections. 

3 1 . (Previo usly Presented) A method of storing a sleeping bag, comprising: 
rolling the slee ping bag into a roll; 
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extending a fir ;t end of a cord through a loop, the cord being connected dinsctfy to the 
sleeping bag, and the 1 Dop being formed out of an elongate flexible material connected directly to 
the sleeping bag; 

pulling the cor<i so as to tighten the cord and the elongate flexible material against the 
roll; and 

attaching the end of the cord to another position on the cord. 

32. (Previo asly Presented) The method of claim 3 1 , wherein the another 
position i$ variable dq lending upon how tight the roll is foimed. 
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
